The Library opened March 21, 1925,—three weeks 
after. the dedication of the beautiful Memorial Build- 
ing which has become its permanent home. 

The year has been a busy one for both the librarian 
and her efficient assistant. For the first time since 
the library opened to the public—33 years ago—the 
Accession Books, holding the records of over 5,700 
books, have been carefully inspected by the librarian, 
and show that 569 of those listed, have been with- 
drawn,—and only 438 have been replaced. There 
should be many more replacements next year, and also 
more withdrawals. Many of the books now on the 
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shelves should be renewed before another year, and 
others should be discarded altogether,—and many 
more, now temporarily withdrawn from circulation, 
can be repaired and made to do good service for 
months. 

All of this requires time, labor, and more or less 
money, but it must be apparent that books cannot be 
used to any extent without wearing out, and idle 
books are of little use to anyone. 

Our circulation since last March has been very grati- 
fying, especially that among the children. During 
Children’s Book Week in November we asked the chil- 
dren who could give up a book of their own, to donate 
it to the library for the use of others less fortunate, 
and when the doors opened Saturday afternoons, 50 
new books were displayed on the book cabinet, in re- 
sponse to our call,—a blazing fire was buring in the 
grate, and 60 small children gathered around the fire, 
and listened to the stories told them by Miss Lucy 
Bailey of Manchester. 

Among the gifts not already acknowledged, none, 
perhaps, is better appreciated by the young people, 
than those of the late Mrs. Rose Dowe, a native of 
Merrimack,—and of our Girl Scouts. The former sent 
money for the purchase of a Children’s Reading Table, 
and the Scouts paid for 6 small chairs, which are usu- 
ally occupied every evening. 

Another gift is that of Mrs. Addie Harris,—so re- 
cently deceased,—of a beautiful fire bellows, used by 
her parents,—and Mr. and Mrs. Upham presented a 
mantle clock. A fine large colored picture represent- 
ing “The First Thanksgiving” hangs over the fire place 
in the Reading Room the gift of Mr. and Mrs. C. F. 
Young. J. Foster Cross expressed a wish, before his 
death, that his large finely illustrated copy of Jasper’s 
“Birds of North America” be given to the library. 

For all of these, and for all expressions of encour-

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Merrimack, 
Gentlemen: 

I have the honor of presenting herewith my seventh 
annual report as superintendent of your schools. JI am 
attaching to this, reports from the headmaster of Mc- 
Gaw Normal Institute, the teacher of domestic arts, 
and from your school nurse. 


REACH ERS: 


You were fortunate again this year in retaining 9 
of your 12 teachers and as you lost but one last year 
you have had but four changes in the past two years. 

There are no good schools presided over by poor 
teachers and it is seldom that we find a really efficient 
teacher in a school made ineffective by poor adminis- 
tration. The vital element in any school is the teach- 
er. Long experience has taught me that even the able 
teacher’s usefulness is greatly increased by continued 
service in the same school. In many of our states the 
law makers have appreciated this fact and have enact- 
ed statutes designed to increase the tenure of office of 
their teachers. I have received complaint about but 
one school this year and upon investigation I feel sure 
that this resulted from a misunderstanding rather 
than from any fault. 


McGAW NORMAL INSTITUTE. 


Probably never in the history of this institution has 
there been so long a period in which there has been no 
change in the teaching force. I have received only 
commendatory reports of this school whether they 
came from the state authorities or from the commun- 
ity. I believe that all Merrimack pupils who possibly 
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can and will attend this institution will be fully as well 
served as they would if they attended the high schools 
in our neighboring cities. 


TESTS ANDERECORDS, 


I believe the time has arrived, in the development 
of intelligence testing and in the application of the re- 
sults obtained from these tests to the administration 
of public schools, when we should have for our guid- 
ance the intelligence quotients of the pupils we are try- 
ing to train and instruct. It is, of course, true that 
these tests are far from perfect. They are designed 
to indicate the capability of the child for learning, and 
there seems to be no way of measuring any ability ex- 
cept by its manifestations. In other words, the child’s 
capacity for learning has to be judged from what the 
child has actually learned. For this reason unfami- 
liarity with the English language or unusual environ- 
ment may detract from the reliability of the tests as 
indicating general intelligence. ‘This does not materi- 
ally affect their value for purposes of school adminis- 
tration, for our problem deals with what the child is 
capable of learning in our school system as established. 

Acting in accordance with this conviction and also 
because of the new obligation in regard to reporting 
defectives, which was imposed upon school superin- 
tendents by our last legislature, we are devoting con- 
siderable time to intelligence testing. Before next 
June we expect to have the intelligence quotients of all 
pupils above grade one in this union and to have them 
carefully tabulated and recorded on the permanent re- 
cord cards. For this purpose group tests are being 
used and the individual tests are resorted to only in 
cases which show either unusually high or especially 
low ratings. . Besides the assistance which the infor- 
mation thus derived will lend to the general adminis- 
tration, I believe that a familiarity with the general 
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capacity for education of her pupils will greatly assist 
the teacher in varying the task in accordance with the 
variance in ability. 

Theoretically these tests need never to be given but 
once in the school life of the child. The intelligence 
quotient is supposed to remain a permanent ratio. 

I have prepared, had printed, and distributed, a new 
permanent record card for preserving such data con- 
cerning the individual pupil as seems desirable for 
school purposes. The card which has been quite gene- 
rally used in school systems for this purpose was de- 
signed two decades ago and called for but little of the 
data now obtainable and desirable for permanent re- 
cord. It was of so little value that many of the small- 
er school districts failed to keep the cards filled in. 
Such I found to be the case in this union when I took 
charge and I have allowed this condition to continue. 
To overcome this laxity I have designed a new card 
which, omitting all useless data, allows for the record- 
ing of all usable information easily obtainable. These 
cards are preserved in the various schools and when a 
pupil is dismissed a copy is sent to the new school.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


I herewith submit my report for the past year. 

I find quite a large number of children with defec- 
tive teeth and wish the parents could realize the im- 
portance of good teeth in the building of good health 
for their children. I would suggest some means be 
worked up whereby the children would have the ad- 
vantage of a dental clinic. I also find a large number 
of children with defective tonsils and several with de- 
fective vision. Of course children with these defects 
find it harder to do the required work and it is also a 
constant drain on a child’s nervous system. I wish 
the parents would realize the importance of having 
these defects corrected also. 

An underweight clinic was held in June under the 
direction of Miss Crough of the New Hampshire Tuber- 
culosis association with Dr. Kerr as examining physi- 
cian. The clinic was very well attended, 56 children 
and 3 adults being examined. The children and par- 
ents show a fine spirit of co-operation in this line of 
health work especially, our number of underweight 
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children having been reduced about one third during 
the past year. 

There is great need of vaccination in the schools a 
large number being unvaccinated. 

With the exception of a slight epidemic of mixed 
rash last spring our schools have been very free of 
any contagious disease the past year. 

I wish to comment on the marked improvement in 
the personal cleanliness of the children in all the 
schools also the fine spirit of co-operation of the 
teachers.

REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF 
McGAW INSTITUTE. 


To the Superintendent, Trustees of McGaw Normal 
Institute and Citizens of the Town of Merrimack: 


February 9, 1926. 


The only change in the work at McGaw Normal In- 
stitute this year has been the adoption of a new sched- 
ule of courses by the Home Economics Department. 

This course was drawn by the New Hampshire

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REPORT OF MISS BEULAH M. HUCKINS OF THE 
McGAW INSTITUTE. 


FEBRUARY 9, 1926. 


To the Superintendent, Trustees of McGaw Normal In- 
stitute and Citizens of the Town of Merrimack: 


Last year the New Hampshire Home Economics as- 
sociation adopted a new course of study to be used in 
Secondary schools in New Hampshire. This year our 
classes in Home Economics are being conducted ac- 
cording to the new course of study. 

The first year work has been changed from cooking 
and sewing to “Textile and Clothing.” The object of 
this course is to give the girl opportunity through 
study and experience to acquire a knowledge of textile 
fabrics and of their use in clothing and in house fur- 
nishings, in order that she may be able to select fa- 
brics more wisely, construct garments skillfully and 
care for her wardrobe. They have taken up clothing 
construction, use of patterns, machine attachments, 
darning and millinery and the choice of materials to 
be used for garments. They have completed winter 
hats, winter dresses, underwear, household linens and 
are now making spring dresses. 

The Sophomore course of ‘“‘Foods and Nutrition” 
give the girls an opportunity to acquire the knowledge 
necessary to choose food wisely, prepare it skillfully 
and to serve it attractively to the family. The course 
includes food products, their source, manufacturing, 
marketing, storage and care; composition and diges- 
tion of foods, meal planning, preparation and serving; 
the kitchen, dining room and store rooms, their equip- 
ment and care. Since cold weather the girls have pre- 
pared one hot dish for school lunches every day. 

The third year course “The Home Its Care and Man- 
agement” enables the girl to plan the home wisely, to 
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care for it efficiently, to buy for it economically and to 
arrange its furnishings attractively. The year’s work 
includes—the history of the house, selection and plan 
and care of grounds; furnishing the house, arrange- 
ment of furniture and hangings; the management of 
the home, appliances and labor saving devices used by 
the housewife and household accounts. 

In the Senior year the girls study “The Family and 
Its Members.” This course helps to give the girl an 
appreciation of the importance of well organized fam- 
ily life and of the knowledge and training necessary 
in order that one may become an efficient and respon- 
sible member of the family and of the community. 
The work includes the responsibilities of each member 
of the family, home nursing, care of children, com- 
munity responsibilities and the opportunities open to 
girls and women. ) 

I wish more parents would visit our classes and in- 
spect the work the girls are doing.
